Sort, Aug. 18.—M. StambDuloff, the Premier, 
has won the favor of the Sultan by reporting 
to that potentatea proposition he had re- 
ceived from the Greek Premier to divide 
Macedonia between Bulgaria and Greece. In 
return for this act of Odelity the Sultan has 
caused important privileges to be bestowed 
on Bulgarians ip the Turkish provinces, and 
has resolved torecognize Prince Ferdinand 
as Sovereign of Bulgaria, a step for which 
<tambuloff has long been working, and which 
raises Prince Ferdinand to the position of a 
recognized ruler. 


AUSTRIA DISTURBED. — 


nresia HAS MORE THAN DOUBLE HER NUMBER 
OF CAVALRY. 

Vrewsa, Aug. 18.—Some apprehension is feit 
here among high military officiajs over the 
recent evidence that Russia has more than 
couble the number of cavalry possessed by 
Austria. Russia can farnish and muster 782 
squadrons, while Austro-Hungary can muster 
only ai squadrons. Russia keeps a large 
force of cavalry and tnfantry near the Aus- 
trian frontier as H preparing for a sudden in 
vasion. This disturbs the Galician Poles, who 
greatly prefer the rule of Austria to that of 
Khussia, and those among the best soldiers in 
the Austrian army. 

THE RUSSIAN ARMY BIFLE. 

New York, Aug. . — The Ties says that 
the United States Army authorities have 
learned that the new rifle which Russia has 
had is ofa caliber different from the French 
Army rifie. The fact is considered signifi- 
cant. If the alliance between France and 
Russia were perfect the new Russian weapon 
would doubtless have been made to conform 
with the French arm. Suchconformity would 
be of immense advantage to allied armies. 
Rut it is believed that the Czar retains his old 
distrust of France, and therefore adheres to 
the European custom of a different arm for 
each nation, so that arms and ammunition 
captured in battle can never be effectively 
turned against their former owners. 


A HARSH STEP. 


FINLAND DEPRIVED OF THE FREEDOM OF THE 
PRESS. 

ST. PrFTersaerrac, Aug. 18.—The Czar's visit 
to Finiand has been followed by a decree de 
priving the Finns of the freedom of the press. 
Hereafter newspapers are to be controlled 
by a Russian Board of Censors, on the Kus. 
sian plan, and the Governor General may. on 
his own judgment, suppress any publication. 
Considerable excitement prevails in Finland 
over the announcement. It ts looked upon as 


the harshest step yet taken by the Govern.- 
berttes of the 


ment of Russia to destroy than 
Finns, in direct. violation of the compact 
made by the Czar Alexander in 196, at the 
Diet of Borgo, when he solemnly confirmed 
and engaged himself to respect the rights 
and privileges of all classes. 

THE CZAREWITCH. 

The return of the Czarewitch, safe and 

sound; has caused tremendous rejoicing 
the Russian court and among Russian 

oMcials everywhere. The young man is said 

to appear none the worse for his long 

journey, while his brother, Prince George, 

who used to bethe strongest of the Czar’s 

chiidren, is far from being well and robust. 

LARGE DEPOSITS OF GOLD. 

Moscow, Aug. 18.—A dispatch from Samar- 
cand, capital of the Province of Zerfanshan, 
(static Russia, states that Capt. Barcheweky, 
the explorer, has arrived there from an ex 
pedition into Eastern Bokhara. The Captain 
reports that he there discovered large de- 
posits of gold, lead and iron, and says that 
petroleum springs in abundance are to be 
met within the same region. 


SWITZERLAND FIRM. 
THE REPUBLIC KEEPS OUT OF THE GERMAN- 
AUSTRIAN COMMERCIAL LEAGUE. 

BERLIN, Aug. 18.—The failure of negotia- 
tions with switzerland for a commercial 
league with Austria and Germany has pro- 
duced much disappointment in Berlin, where 
it is felt that the failure is due to the evident 
determination of the majority of the Swiss to 
maintain a neutral position in the existing 
difficulties and coming wars of Europe. The 
proposition from the first impressed the 
people of Switzerland unfavorably. They 
have a traditional repugnance to close alli 
ance Ofany kind with Austria and they fear the 
power of Germany. France, too, has many 
friends among the Swiss, and all these stood 
out against a commercia! union with the two 
great German powers. The Swiss Federal 
government has got out of the matter as 
easily as possible, conscious that a referen- 
cum would result in defeat of the proposition 
and discredit of the government supporting 
it. It is expected that Austria and Germany 
will now confine themselves to confirming 
and arranging the details of their mutual 
agreement.

FOULLY MURDERED. 


Dennison McCue’s Body Found in the 
River at Racine. 


THE VICTIM OWE OF THE LEADING CITI- 
ZENS OF ROCKFORD, ILL. 


The Body Horribly Mutilated—A Coroner’s 
Jury Investigating the Tragedy—Base 
Ball Magnate Krauthoff Held Up by 
Highwaymen-—Dr. Clemens Exoner- 
ated. 


RACINE, Wis., Aug. 18.—The horribly muti- 
lated body of Dennison McCue, a prominent 
citizen of Rockford, U., was found in the 
river here this morning. The body was 
entirely devoid of clothing and one leg was 
ort at the trunk. The foot on the other leg 
was missing, a long gash was found in his 
breast, from which the lungs protruded, and 


the throat was cut, while a number 
of deep knife gashes were found jon 
his face and hands. He was last 


seen alive Friday. He expected to leave for 
home next morning. It is belleved he was 
foully murdered and his body thrown in the 
river, but the supposition is that the dis- 
memberment was caused by the body being 
caught in a steamer’s wheel. The Coroner's 
jury is now making a thorough examination. 
Mr. McCue was 56 years old and a prominent 
man in Rockford. It is said he has consider- 
able money with him usually. 


HELD UP BY HIGHWAYMEN. 


THE THRILLING EXPERIENCE OF BASE BALL 
MAGNATE KRAUTHOFY. 

DENVER, Colo., Aug. 18.—L. C. Krauthoff, 
President of the Western Base Ball Associa 
tion, and Jno.

Suddenly the stage stopped with a 
jerk that piled us in a heap in ome corner of 
the vehicle amid the baggage, etc. During 
the time we had extricated ourselves, in the 
meantime expressing our opinions on news 
im general and the stage in particular. 
a couple of angry looking seven-shsoters 
were at the windows of the 
coach, and we. were asked by two 
masked mento hand over any valuables 
such as money, watches and jewelry that we 
might have about our persons. The fellows 
were so polite and gentiemanly about the 
whole affair thatwe did not want to argue 
with them or refuse the request,so we passed 
over what change we had, amounting in all 
to $7 6 in cash besides a watch or two and 
dome little trinkets. After “us for 
our Kindness and consideration the men 
turned the coach around and told us the best 
thing we could do would de to turn back for 
the rallroad station at once. We started im- 
mediately and upon reaching a telegraph of- 
fice had to send home for money to continue 
our journey.

JACKSONVILLE, Fila,, Aug. 18.—A path of 
smouldering ruins, two blocks wide and six 
blocks long, extending from Bay street up to 
Beaver street, and one Mock on each side, is 
the result of a fre which started at midnight.

They were stopped at Beaver street on the 
north, at Laura on the west, and at Oc 
street on tiv east. At 7 o'clock this morn- 
ing pver seventy-five business houses were 
burhed and over forty @wellings. Loss about 
$1,900,000; insurance about $500,000.

ADOPTED A PLAN. 


The Union Pacific’s Floating Debt to Be 
Extended. 

Boston, Mass., Aug. 16.—It was learned 
upon excellent authority in this city yester- 
day that the agreement with the underwrit- 
ing syndicate, which the directors of the 
Union Pacific Rauroad Co. will ratify to-day, 
contains among others the following pro- 
Visions: 

The syndicate is to place in trust 
securities valued, even at the current 
low market prices, at $87,000,000. Against 
these $24,000,000 worth of bonds bearing 6 per 
cent will be issued. A of this issue 
only will be used to take up the floating debt 
of the road, which is now after a close caicu- 
lation estimated at $19,000,000. A balance will 
probably be retained to be used to provide 
necessary funds in case any contingency 
should arise. The bonds will be issued to the 
syndicate of guarantees at 92 per cent. 

RUSSELL SAGE TALKS. 

New York, Aug. 18.—In speaking of the 
affairs of the Union Pacific road yesterday, 
Mr. Russell Sage, one of the directors of the 
corporation and a member of the syndicate, 
said that at the meeting to-day the plans of 
3 would doubtless go through all 
right: 

**There will be a meeting of the directors 
to-morrow,’’ he added, and I suppose then 
the facts will be given out. The papers, 
Mr. Sage continued, ‘‘have got hold of 
everything already, although we all agreed 
to say nothing about it. However, as 
the facts have been mostly made public 
I suppose there is no harm in talking about 
the matter now. We shall put up with J. 
Pierpont Morgan, who will be the trustee of 
the syndicate, gilt-edged securities worth $38, 
000 ,000—and I do not suppose that more than 
$20,000,000 will have to be advanced on them. 
Mr. Morgan, I may say, made us a very mag 
nanimous offer—very magnanimous indeed.

Gents of Copiapo, among whom 
were Don Manuel Antonia Matta 
and Senor Valle os. At Vallenar, 


eight leagues from San Antonio, a revolt oc - 
curred among his troops, which Gen, Stephan 
was powerless to prevent. The prisoners 
were allowed to escape and all returned to 
Copia po, while Gen. Stephan was obliged to 
flee for his life with a faithful remnant of his 
cavairy. It was said at the time that Gen. 
Stephan had made himself so odious in the 
sight of his men by his cruelties that they 
had been waiting for some time for the pro- 
pitious moment to mutiny. The dispatch 
which told of this revolt closed with the fol- 
lowing sentence: 


The dishearten ed Stephan could escape with 
only sixty men toward the Argentine Republic. 


The next tidings from Gen. Stephan were 
received at Santiago, and announced that he 
had descended into Argentine territory 
through a pass in the Andes, to avoid the 
traveling through hostijle Chilian territory. 
His small band at this time were all mounted, 
having made the march without losses. 
President Balmaceda telegraphed to Gen. 
Stephan to proceed to Buenos Ayres and take 
ship for Chill, if that seemed preferable to 
an attempt to cross the Andes. 

INVASION OF NEUTRAL TERRITORY. 

The Argentine authorities, however, re- 
fused to permit this, declaring that the pres- 
ence of Chilian soldiers in the Argentine Re- 
public was an invasion of neutral territory. 
The Chilian soldiers were ordered off the ter- 
ritory of the Argentine Kepublic by the near 
est route. This necessitated the scaling of 
the Cordillera almost in midwinter. The 
Chillans were not permitted to proceed in 
dme body, but were divided into squads of 
fifteen men each by the Argentine authori. 


ties. The soldiers were aisarmed and clothed 


ö of peasants, and in this 
manner, without guides or provisions, 
they sought to cross the mountains, 
all the passes of which were now

Many times on the verge 
of dos pair, it required the utmost persuasions 
of the spirited Stephan to keep his men on 
the march. The perilous situation of the 
band was aggravated ten-fold by a terrifie 
Dliszard which was encountered near the 
mountain tops. .

Assistant Cashier Lawrence of the 
Keystone Sentenced to Imprisonment. 


HE MUST ALSO PAY A FINE OF ONE 
HUNDRED DOLLARS.

The Charges Upon Which He Was In- 
dicted and Convicted—Sentence Post- 
poned in the Case of the Kennedy 
Brothers of the Spring Garden Nation- 
al Bank. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 18.—Chas. Lawrence, 
ex - assistant cashier of the broken Keystone 
National Bank, who yesterday pleaded guilty 
in the United States District Court to two in- 
dictments charging him with making false 
entries in the bank’s books and with conspir- 
acy with Gideon W. Marsh, president of the 
bank, to make false entries, was this morn- 
ing sentenced by Judge Biddle to eight years 
imprisonment in the Eastern Penitentiary at 
hard labor and to pay a fine of $100 and costs. 

THE KENNEDYS. - 

Francis W. Kennedy, President, and Henry 
H. Kennedy, Cashier of the sus Spring 
Garden National Bank, were brought be- 
fore Judge Biddle this morning. The two 
Kennedys also pleaded guilty yesterday to 
making false returns tothe Comptroller of 
the Currency, misapplying the funds of the 
bank and making false entries in the books. 
After the two men had pleaded guilty, J udge 
Biddle was petitioned by their counsel to sus - 
pend sentence to allow them to get their af- 
fairs inorder, and also on the ground that 

y could both be of assistance to the Re- 
ce in disentangling its affairs. Judge 
Biddle reserved his decision onthe matter 
until to-day. This morning he decided to 
grant the petition, and postponed sentence 
until Sept. 8. 


The collapse of the Spring Garden Bank 
followed close upon the heels of the failure of 
the Keystone, which closed its doors on the 
20th of last March. k Examiner Drew 
took charge of the institution, and the inves- 
tigation that followed show that the same 
crooked methods had been pursued in the 
management of the Spring Garden which had 
wrecked the Keystone. The Kennedys, Pres- 
ident and Cashier, were arrested and 
arraigned for trial on June 1. Fran- 
cis W., the President, was charged with 
making false returns to the Comptroller of 
the Currency, making false entries in the 
bank’s books, and with the embezzlement of 
$100,000 and upwards of the bank’s funds. 
Henry H. Kennedy, Cashier of the Dank, was 
charged with conspiracy with his 
brother and being guilty himself of 
the first two charges of the indictment. 
One of the chief witnesses against the Ken- 
nedys was Bank Examiner Drew, who. took 
charge of the concern at the solicitation of 
its President. He found inthe cash drawer 
checks of President Kennedy drawn on the 
Spring Garden Bank to the amount of $70,000 
and other papers that raised the sum total 
toabout $100,000. President Kennedy’s ac- 
count was shown bythe books to be over- 
drawn $10,687. 

On Feb. 26 last the report of the bank to the 
Comptrolier of the Currency, under the item 
of resources, was $127,360 in legal tender notes 
in the bank. 

Harry E. Turner, paying teller, identified 
the checks of President Kennedy that he had 
been carryingas cash. These checks were 
carried by order of President Kennedy. 
On Feb. 9, the day previous to the visit of 
the Bank Examiner, by order of the Presi- 
dent, he transferred $30,000 of the ‘‘carrys’’ 
he had in his drawer to loans and discounts 
and $41,000 of itto F. W. Kennedy’s account. 
By this arrangement a cash balance of $54,000 
was shown instead of $70,000. 
After the departure of the 
Bank Examiner the ‘‘carrys’’ were gradu- 
ally increased to the amount they were wren 
the bank failed. And soon all the way 
through the testimony of the clerks showed 
that no more open and bare-faced system of 
robbery was ever conceived than that per 
petrated by the officials of the Spring Garden 
on its depositors. 

Severai of the clerks of the bank testified 
that Directors Young and Evans owed the 
bank respectively about $75,000 and $290,000, 
and that President Kennedy owed in the 
neighborhood of $891,000. 

It was also shown that Evans, who Is treas- 
urer of the Bunker Hill Gold Mining Co., 
went to the secretary of the mining com- 
pany, who was also a stockholder in the 

nk, and got him to opena line of discount 
with the bank, as he did not care to have his 
name appear as such a heavy borrower of 
the Dank. The mining company owed the 
bank $65,000 when it failed. 

One of the panes things in the history of 
the rotten Philadelphia banks which has 
come out in the investigation of the Keystone 
and Spring Garden, is that this same Di- 
rector Evans of the last named bank is the 
man whom Examiner Drew so highly recom- 
mended to Comptroller Lacey for the post of 
receiver of the Keystone.

It will mark the close of some decidedly 
quick work done by Park Commissioner 
Fechter. He had to doit, for Mayor Noonan 
had made up his mind to get the animals 
wanted for Forest Park into Forest Park at 
once, and the Mayor himself works with a 
rush. 

When the meeting between two of the Fair 
Grounds directors and Mr. Geo. D. Capen and 
Mayor Noonan was held in the Mayor’s office 
recently, His Honor asked the Park Commis- 
sioner how long a time would be necessary to 
prepare for the reception of the animals in 
Forest Park. 

**I can be ready at once, said Mr. Fechter 
confidently, and he had to keep his word, for 
the next thing on the programme was his 
purchase of the animals from the Fair 
Grounds.

THIS ACTION TAKEN AT THE MEETING 
HELD HERE TO-DAY. 


ritory—Who Will Be in the New Mil- 
waukee Team-President EKramer’s 
Resolution Tabled—Where the Cincin- 
nati Players Will Go. | 


At the special meeting of the American As- 
sociation held this morning in parlor No. 22 
of the Lindell Hotel the final steps were 
taken to make the Milwaukee Club a member 
of the organization. The deal had all been 
practically completed Sunday night, the As- 
sociation managers having given their con- 
sent to the admission of Mil- 
waukee, and President Gillette of that 
team having paid Chris Von der Ahe, the 
St. Louls President, the price agreed upon 
for an Association franchise. All that re- 
mained to be done was for the Association 
to formally ratify the action which had been 
taken. This they did at the meeting held 
this morning. 

WHO WERE PRESENT. 

At this meeting there were present Presi- 
dent Kramer of the Association, Chris Von 
der Ahe of St. Louls, who also held the 
proxies of Boston, Baltimore and Wash- 
ington; Dr. T. H. Stucky, the new 
President of the Louisville Club, who 
also had the proxy of the Athletics; Man- 
ager Gus Schmelz, representing Columbus; 
Charles W. Kauffman, representing Cincin- 
nati; Manager Jack Chapman of Louis- 
ville, Judge C. N. Scott, attorney 
of the St. Louis Club, and 
George Munson, Secretary of the St. Louis 
Club. It will be seen that all the Western 
clubs had delegates while the Eastern clubs 
were represented only by proxy. 

President Kramer in calling the meeting to 
order stated that its object was to pass on 
the admission of the Milwaukee club which 
had made application for a franchise. 
Messrs. Schmelz and Stucky were ap- 
pointed a committee to bring President 
Gillette into the meeting and have him sub- 
mit any proposition he had to make. 
Mr. Gillette made application for admission 
to the Association, whereupon the following 
resolution was Offered and unanimously 
adopted: 
Resolved, That the application of Milwaukee for 
membershipinthe American Association upon the 
terms and conditions named this date, de and is 
hereby accepted with the express reservation that 
the Cincinnati Club be retained in full membership, 
the latter, however, to transfer its dates to Mil- 
waukee for the residue of the present season. The 
Cincinnati Club is to retain fall power in the Ameri- 
can Association. 
President Kramer tendered his resignation 
as President of the American Association, 
but by a unanimous vote the Association ab- 
solutely refused to accept it. Strong pressure 
is being made to have him reconsider it, and 
it is believed that he will do so. 
The attempt to extend the schedule was de- 
feated, but it was decided that at the end of 
the season a series of games should be 
played between the clubs of the East for the 
championship of the East and the clubs of 
the West for the championship of the West. 
The clubs are to play a stries of three games 
each, making nine games to be played by 
each team. 
Messrs. Kramer and Kauffman were given 
full authority to look after new grounds at 
Cincinnati and the interests of the Associa- 
tion there, 
It was decided to engage Gaffney and 
Erskine for umpires next season and to expel 
Kerins if he did not cease drinking. 
The matter of a compromise with the 
League was only discussed informally, all 
expressing themselves that no overtures 
should be made and that ifthere was to be 
any settlement of the trouble the League 
would have to make the proposals.

Manager Cushmanandthe Milwaukee club 
arrived herethis morning from the Cream 
City. Twoofthe members of his team were 
conspicuously absent. The men were Pitcher 
Vickery and Catcher Schriver the crack 
battery of the team who had been induced by 


Chicago National League team. When the 
remainder of the club reached here they all 
signed contracts for two years. Presi- 
dent Gillette also signed Catcher Vaughn, 
Pitchers Mains and Frank Dwyer, 
Shortstop Canovan and First Baseman Car- 
ney of the Cincinnati club. Canovan and 
Alberts, however, only signed for the balance 
of the season, refusingto Amx their signa- 
tures to contracts for any longer period. The 
Milwaukee Club as at present con-

YUNG LOCK’S PULL. 


It Will No Longer Avail in 
Chinamen Passports. 

New York, Aug. 18.—Chinese merchants 
may hereafter observe a significant change 
in the formalities attending the issue of pass- 
ports by the courtly and youthful mandarin, 
Shen Woon, who represents the Emperor of 
China in this city. On account of the Chin ese 
exclusion law such passports are necessary 
if the departing Mongolian intendsto return 
to the United States. Hitherto a Chinaman 
named Lau Foo Tong, who was connected 
with the consulate here under Shen Woon’s 
predecessor ,has had much to do with the issu- 
ing of passports to Chinese residents of this 
city. Shen Woon said yesterday that in fut- 
ure he would take full chargeof that func- 
tion himself. The reason for this change is 
not without interest. For some time certain 
Chinese merchants have foundit difficult to 
secure passports, while others of their coun- 
trymen seemed to get them without trouble. 
Soon it began to be whispered that anything 
inthe line of passports or similar papers 
from the consular office could be obtained by 
direct application to Mr. Lau Foo Tong. Co- 
incident with the above whisper came a sug- 
gestion that the business could be best man- 
aged through Yung Lock, a very smart 
Celestial. Yung Lock is not a Sun 
day school Chinamen, but he is credited with 
knowing a thing or two and he certainly 
speaks better English than do most of his 
countrymen. Mr. Lock and Mr. Lau Foo 
Tong are bosom friends and it was pretty 
well understood that Yung Lock wasa good 
man to consult as an intermediary when 
anything was wanted of Tong. Lock 
pull!“ was also credited with having a 
great dealtodo with the unchallenged ar- 
rivalofanumber of young Chinamen who 
came over from Cuba recently as students, 
although since their arrival they do not 
seem to have connected themselves with any 
of our educational institutions. 

Lau Foo Tong, who, by the way, is about @ 
years old and good-looking, has lately been 
casting amorous glances ata young woman, 
who, either from choice or necessity, resides 
as far down town as No. 19 Pell street. 
While visiting the object of his attentions, 
who is said to be a pretty American girl, 
lau Foo Tong on more than one occasion 
was foolish enough to display considerabie 
money, one report placing the amount at 
several thousand dollars. Having caught a 
glimpse of his wealth, other Chinamen who 
had no rolls began to ask one another where 
Lau Foo Tong got his, and very soon it was 
regarded as open secret that passports were 
issued from the Chinese Consulate about 
which the Consul knew nothing, and for 
which his clerk or secretary, Lau Foo 
Tong, asked and received $70 each. 
Shen Woon, while he cannot ‘bring bim 
self to believe that he had been deceived or to 
distrust the honesty of his clerk, says be 
will hereafter take upon himself the full 
management of all the work necessitated by 
the constant application for pass-ports sur- 
reptitiously. Within a month the Consul 
said he had heard that some merchants were 
not acting regularly in making application 
for pass ports, and he had promptly sent 
them notices that they must not henceforth 
vouch for any Chinamen as merchants, un- 
less they are partners in the same concern. 
Some such voucher is demanded from every 
Chinaman who asks for a pass-port as a 
Chinese merchant. Only forty-seven such 
pass-ports have been issued this year by 
Shen Woon, and he is quite sure he never is. 
sued more than three to any one Chinese 
firm.

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$150,000 Worth of Property on Second 
and Franklin Avenue Destroyed. 


THE MISSOURI DISTILLING CO.’S PLACE 
BADLY DAMAGED. 


The Pocock Can Factory and the Wagoner 
Pickle Factory Burned tothe Ground— 
Other Places Adjoining Sustain Dam- 
ages—A Workman Burned at the Mis- 
souri Distillery Fire. 


A loss of $150,000 and over 200 persons being 
thrown out of employment is the result of an 
early morning fire on Second street. At 5:20 a. 
m. the department was called out by an 
alarm from box 18, at the corner of Second 
and Fra nklin avenue, formerly Cherry street. 
J. H. Pocock’s Can factory, at 900 to 910 North 
Second, and extending back to the alley, was 
tound to ve in flames. The fire had such 
headway when the engines arrived 
that a second alarm vas turned 
in immediately , notwithstanding that 
the first call had brought out the 23’s, 12’s, 
18's, 68 and 13’s. The second call was re- 
sponded to by the 9’s, 15’s, 16˙ and 22’s. A 
stiff breeze fanned the flames until within 
seven minutes after the first alarm was 
turned in the whole factory, which is a three- 
story building, was enveloped in flames and 
the fire communicated to the J. Wagoner 
Pickles, Sauce & Vinegar Co., at 912 North 
Second, adjoining the Pocock Factory. A 
third alarm was turned in, the three 
alarms being rang inside of ten minutes. The 
48, 8s and 8 came out at the third call, 
making twelve engines around the burning 
bulldings. 

It was fortunate that the buildings wer sit 
uated as they were or the destruction would 
have been greater. The Pocock factory is on 
the northeast corner at the intersection of 
Second and Franklin avenue. The eastern 
portion of the block across the alley from the 
Pocock Factory is vacant property, which 
extends northward beyond the limits of the 
fire. The southern and western boundary of 
the fire being streets, the only place where 
there was much chance for the fire to 
spread was towards the north. The wind 
was fromthe west. Streams were thrown 
from all sides, though it was evident the Fo- 
cock factory was doomed. 

FALLING WALLS. 

Concerted action was brought to bear to 
save the Wagoner Vinegar Factory. As 
showers of water were poured on the builld- 
ing, the north wall of the Pocock factory 
gave way and fell outward onto the Wagoner 
building, which was a two-story struc- 
ture. The roof caved in and the 
additional weight added to the stock stored 
on the second floor caused the whole to crash 
through to the first foor. In a moment the 
e mes shot from the crushed bullding, and 
notwithstanding that their passage was 
through a sheet of water they ran up the 
wall of the adjacent building on the north to 
the third story and curled over the brick cap- 
ping reaching the roof and setting the build- 
ing on Gre. 


This was the warehouse of the Todds 
4 Stanley Mill Furnishing Co., 
at 914 North Second. The flames 


were confined to this building, the damage 
to which was slight as far as the building was 
concerned, the loss not being over $3,000. The 
stock however, suffered considerable. The 
Pocock and Wagoner factories were both 
completely destroyed, both as regards the 
buildings and the stock. The Kreining Glass 
Co. which adjoins the Todds & Stanley ware- 
house had some giass broken but the damage 
is not worth speaking about. 
LOSSES AND INSURANCE. 

Estimates of the losses vary. The es- 
timates fixed by the occupants place the 
total losses at $200,000 or over, while 
the agent for the Board of Underwriters 
fixes the loss at $135,000. A safe estimate is 
$150,000. The Pocock Can Co. owned the 
building and property. Mr. Pocock, in 
speaking toa Post-DisraTcu reporter, fixed 
his losses as nearly as he could estimate at 
$135,000 to $150,000. He said he could not 
speak definitely until he would examine his 
books. He had stock on a rough calculation 
he said of $128,000. The building he s id was 
worth $45,000 and the rest on stock and ma- 
chinery. The Board of Underwriters puts 
the Pocock loss at $90,000 to $100,000. 

The Pocock Co. has $78,000 insurance, 
$25,000 on stock and the remainder on build- 
ing and machinery. 

The Wagoner Co. rented. The building is 
Iarwood, a non-resident. 
tof town. The company 
ce on stock, improvements 
and fixtures. is not known whether the 
buliding is in dornot. The Wagoner loss 
is estimated at $10,000 on stock and $5,000 to 
the bullding, which was an old one, as was 
also the Pocock building. 

The Todds & Stanley Co. had considerable 
surplus stock stored in the third story of the 
warehouse, which was badly wrecked. The 
officers of the company state they cannot fix 
their loss until they examine the stock. The 
underwriters’ agent places the loss at $15,000. 
The company state they had $5,000 worth of

The management states the company has 

been paying insurance for fifty years and 

this is the first loss by fire they have suffered. 
ORIGIN OF THE FIRE. 

The origin of the fire is unknown. It is at- 

tributed by some tothe lightningat the 3 


o’ clock storm this morning. It is 
thought a wire carried in the 
current, which smoldered until 
the fire hada good headway. The fire was 


first discovered by Private Watchman Barry, 
who says he saw it in the second story of the 
Pocock factory. Mr. Pocock says the man 
who starts the fres in the morning says he 
smelt fre when he came this morning in tne 
engine room. 

About two hundred or more employes will 
be thrown out of employment.

CLEVELAND AND NEW YORK. 


The suggestion of the WORLD that Mr. 
CLEVELAND be given the nomination for 
the Governorship of New York this fall 
calls sharp attention to the question of the 
ex-President’s availability as the Demo- 
cratic standard-bearer in the presidential 
campaign of 1892.

Big Suit Against a Mining Company— To 
Foreclose a Mortgage. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Aug. 18.~—An important 
suit involving several million dollars has 
been begun in the Circult Court of the United 
States for the Western District of Wiscons! 
by the American Loan & Trust Co., against 
the Gogebec Development Co. In 1887 the de- 
fendant executed to the plaintiff a trust deed 
on a large amount of valuable mining prop- 
erty owned by it in Ashland County to secure 
the payment of 7,000 of its bonds of $1,000 
each, amounting in all to $2,000,000. 
This mortgage provided for the 
payment of 6 per cent in- 
terest semi-annually, and the principal in 
1907, and also in case of default, for six 
months in the payment of any installment, 
and on demand of the owners of the bonds to 
the amount of at least $160,000, the mortgagee 
should declare the whole amount of principal 
and interest due and payable, and proceed to 
foreclosure. The complainant alleges that 
the defendant sold the whole $2,000,000 of 
tonds at par, and that there has been such de- 
fault and demand. The answer admits the exe- 
cution of the bond and mortgage and that 500 
of the bonds amounting to $500,000 were sold 
and negotiated by defendant, but denies that 
the rest of the bonds were sold. The latter, 
it alleges, were wrongfully and fraudulently 
parceled out by the former OMicers of tho 
company without any value being paid there- 
for, and that the present ownersof them had 
full knowledge of such fraud. .

LAST NIGHT'S STORM. 


A Party of St. Loutsans Have an Experi- 
+ ence on a Steamboat. 

St. Louis and vicinity were visited by a 

very severe rainstorm last night, or rather 

early this morning, andin some respects it 


was probably the worst storm the city has 


had in a long time. That is the opinion, at 
least, of the passengers onthe steamer City 
of Florence that spent the night at the Chain 
of Rocks, among whom were Rev. Dr. P. G. 
Robert, Mrs. Tyler and three daughters, Mr. 
and Mrs. Archer, Mrs. Dr. Moses, Mrs. Hall 
and Mrs. McCormack, whose husband has 
charge of the construction work at Chain of 
Rocks and at whose invitation the party 
made the trip. The boat does the hauling 
and towing for the new water-works and was 
to have left the landing near the Eads 
Bridge at 10 o’clock yesterday morning but 
it was after 12 o’ clock before 
the party gOtaway. They hada delightful 
time on board and were much interested also 
inthe work being done at Chain-of-Rocks. 
It was nearly night before the boat was ready 
to start back and then Capt. McCormack de- 
cided to wait until the gathering storm had 
passed over. Several hours later the storm 
broke. The scene was a grand one. The 
Captain’s guests congratulated themselves 
that they were permitted to enjoy it 
from a safe, or comparatively safe 
place at least, for the boat had her 
nose against a high limestone bluff 
and was held in position three 
immense cable lines. ‘long toward mid- 
night the tempest had subsided and quiet 
again prevailed upon the wajer. The guests 
waited for Capt. McCormack \to give the or- 
der to weigh anchor, but t Captain was 
wiser than they. The storm was not over 
yet, he said. It would break again and more 
furiously than before and they must wait 
until the danger was over, as there was no 
sale harbor, no good landing place between 
their present retreat under the biuff and the 
boat’s regular landing in the city. 
The steamer was well supplied 
with staterooms and provisions and 
the ladies and gentlemen would 
be well taken care of on the boat even if the 
storm lasted a week. Whereuponthe guests 
repaired to the staterooms assigned them 
and retired for the night, or rather it should 
be said that that was their intention. There 
was however, very little sleep for them and 
most of them were in the cabin again long 
before daylight. The wind continued to 
blow and the lightning to play about the boat 
and about 8 o’clock the rain commenced 
pouring down as it had never done since the 
deluge of Noah’s time, And such 
flashes of lightning and such peals of 
thunder they never saw or heard before, and 
never expect to again, they say. About 
o’clock the storm began to abate, but it was 
sometime before the Captain decided to start 
back tothe city. Some ot the passengers had 
not slept a wink the whoie night, and none 
of them had more than dosed a little, but 
they were nevertheless in the best of spirits 
and they did full justice tothe morning meal 
on board. The little party got back tothe 
city about 9 o’clock this morning greatly 
pleased on the whole with their trip, includ- 
ing the storm experience, and enthusiastic in 
their praise of Capt. McCormack and his 
crew. 

The storm in the city cut up very much as 
it did at the Chain of Rocks and kept a great 
many people awake a portion of the night. 
Very little damage was done by the wind or 
rain, but lightning struck in a number of 
places, and in one instance set fire to and 
Gestroyed a building.

1 our pardon for taking my life and bid you all 
ape. A wish you would cremate my body after 
eath. 


In explaining this strange note the niece’s 
husband said this morning: ‘‘The old man 
knew we would feel bad about the his death 
and he felt that he would owe an apology for 
going off in that way, so that is why he 
begged our pardon. He was in good health 
and as cheerful as ever. The only reason 1 
can assign is that he was tired of life. 

Sig. Ford the engineer who handled the 
engine which ran over the old man, said he 
saw a man standing on the track at the 
Work-house station as he was rounding the 
curve yesterday morning and applied the 
brakes, thinking the individual was 
flagging the train. When he whistled 
the man stepped off the track and stood 
there hat in hand brushing his hair back 
from his forehead very coolly until the engine 
got within five feet of him. He then threw 
hishatonthe ground and jumped forward 
on the track as though diving into water. 
In a second the pilot struck him and Knocked 
him ten feet, Killing him instantly. His 
friends and relatives will respect his last 
wish and cremate his remains.

will be stored at De Hodiamont, and the men 
who will be employed there and those 
engaged in ting the line will 
form the n for an industrial 
village of considerable importance. it 
was this prospect which has induced 
the formation of a company to furnish the 
employes with comfortable homes upon the 
installment plan and, itis said, ground for 
the project in St. Louis County, beyond the 
city limits, near De Hodiamont, has already 
been secured. Prominent among the stock- 
holders in this enterprise are Thos. T. Tur- 
ner, Chas.

M’GREEVY RESIGNS. 


— —— — 


Another Sensation in the Canadian 
Boodle Investigation. 


THE CHIEF OF THE COMBINE RETIRES 
UNDER FIRE. 


Quits His Seat in Parliament Rather Than 
Answer the Committee’s Questions— 
The History of Treasury-Looting as It 
Has Grown and Thrived in Canada 
Where the Money Went. 


QUEBEC, Quebec, Aug. 16.— Hon. Thomas 
McGreevy, who has been ordered by Parlia- 
ment to de in his seat in the House to-day 
to give his reasons for refusing to answer 
questions put by the Investigating Commit 
tee, has sent a letter to the Speaker saying he 
has decided not to go, preferring to lose his 
seat rather than implicate other parties by 
answering questions relating to his own pri 
vate affairs. He therefore tenders the res- 
nation of his seat. 

This is the second sensational episode in the 
great scandal which has tarnished the name 
of Canada. The first was Sir Hector Lang 
evin’s tender of his resignation as Minister 
— Public Works, which occurred onthe 10th 
ust. 


Some time ago it was alleged that Robert 
McGreevy ,who was a contractor for extensive 
harbor works planned and paid for by the 
Dominion Government, gave large sums out 
of his profits to his brother, the Hon. Thomas 
McGreevy, member of Parliament for Stada- 
cona, in the Province of Quebec. These sums, 
it is said, were passed on to various candi- 
dates for Parliamentary honors, the son of 
Sir Hector Langevin among others. 
An investigating Committee was appointed 
at Ottawa, which bas been dragging out the 
the facts by inches, tending to show that the 
Government contracts were unfairly awarded 
and improperly supervised. As Sir Hector 
Langevin was the Minister responsible, the 
largest share of the blame has fallen on him. 
Premier Abbett was anxious that he should re- 
sign, but the Minister braved it out fora 
time, hesitating to retire while under fire, but 
the fight became too hot and as stated he 
Offered to step down and out. His resigna- 
tion has not yet been accepted. Nowon the 
heels ofthis comes the forced resignation 
from Parliament of the Hon. Thomas Mc 
Greevy rather than face the charges made 
against him. 

INVESTIGATING AT OTTAWA. 
OTTAWA, Ontario, Aug. 18.—Itis reported 
that Arnoldi has been dismissed and John A. 
Willis appointed chief mechanical engineer 
of the Public Works Department in his 
place. The Government is holding an in- 
vestigation into the alleged stealing from 
the Printing Bureau of papers for civil ser 
vice examination. 


STORY OF THE STEALS. 


HOW THE CONTRACTORS’ COMBINE LOOTED 
THE CANADIAN TREASURY. 

To clearly understand how such a system of 

treasury looting as that developed by the 

parliamentary investigation in Canada could

An Immense Syndicate Formed by Brazil- 
ians to Control the Market. 


There is a great deal of consternation 
among the manufacturers of rubber goods 
owing to the formation of a syndicate to con- 
trol the price of that commodity. A large 


syndicate has been quietly at work absorbing 
all the Para rubber and to-day it can safely 
be said they control 9 per cent of the old sup- 
ly. This syndicate controlled entire 

y Brazilians headed by the Baron de Gom- 
deriz, who is the chief promoter and is 
backed up by the Brazilian banks, who have 
been loaning the syndicate largely for their 
needs. It is said thatthe Baron has $25,000,- 
000 back of him, though this is not at all cer- 
tain. With such backing he could corner the 
crude market and play havoc with the rub- 
ber trade. This is no 12 new feature in the 
rubber trade.

The new crop of rubber comes from the 
Amazon about June and increases in quagfity 
until October, when the product equals ‘the 
consumption of the world.

OMNIBUS STAKES.

Something About To-Day’s Race for 
Three-Year-Olds. 


MAGNIFICENT CONTESTS. IT HAS PRO- 
DUCED IN THE PAST. 


The Farmers’ Alliance People Insist That 
Taxes Be Assessed Against Axtell for 
His Full Value—Boston Still Winning— 
The League Race— Horse Racing and 
Other Sporting News. 


New York, Aug. 16.—Great stakes do not 
always produce great contests, but it may be 
said truthfally that the Omnibus never 
has failed to furnish a sensation. It is un- 
necessary to go back over the entire history. 
To go back four years is sufficient. <A large 
majority of the turf followers of to-day dis- 
tinctly remember the Omnibus of 1887, when 
Laggard, Eirenzi and Hanover finished heads 
apart after one of the fiercest struggles ever 
seen on the turf. Laggard won, but the prise 
would have been Firenzi’s, except for an 
accident. Garrison, who rode her, had an. 
ugly felonon his thumb,and when he at- 
tempted to draw his whip, ten strides from 
the winning post, dropped the whalebone on 
the ground. Some fumbling followed, 
and Firenzi was beaten a few 
inches. The Omnibus of 1888 resulted 
in the overthrow of Sir Dixon, an over- 
wheiming favorite, the winner turning up in 
Taragon, ridden by the veteran Hayward, 
Who also had the mount on Leggard. In 1889 
Longstreet, at an outside price in the bet- 
ting, cantered home in front of the mighty 
Salvator and Salvator’s conqueror, the la- 
mented Proctor Knott. This was one of the 
most stunning upsets of the season, and the 
public was a long time in getting over it. 
Salvator was supposed to be invincible and 
Longstreet had not at that time won the con- 
fidence of race-goers. Last year the Omnibus 
resulted in a dead heat between Tourna 
ment and Chaos. It was the frst 
time that a dead heat for so import- 
ant and rich a stake had been run in this 
country. Senator Hearst refused to divide 
the money, $19,700, andin the run-off Chaos 
was beaten a dozen lengths. That race re- 
duced Chaostoa wreck, and he has done 
nothing since. Being a stake productive of 
sensations, itis not unreasonable to expect 
of it something startling to-day. The field is 
the best since 1887, and the horses that wil! 
start are in the pink of condition. Eleven 
colts and fillies are named to go to the post, 
and the weights are such as will permit none 
to start at extremely short odds. It is (on pa- 
per) one of the most open races of the year. 
Eight stables are represented, and the 
owners of three are confident of capturing 
the prize. 

THE TAX OW AXTELL. 

TERRE HAurk, Ind., Aug. 18.—The County 
Board has valued the great stallion Axtell at 
$500, and a committee from the Farmers’ 
Alliance will visit Indianapolis to ask the 
State Board of Tax Commissioners to raise 
the figure. Many members of the Alliance 
want the horse taxed at $105,000, the amount 
paid for bim, claiming that farm land is as- 
sessed for its full value, while others will be 
content with $75,000. The Alliance leaders 
aver that they can prove that the stallion is 
earning an enormous dividend yearly, and 
that last year alone the profits were nearly 
$50,000. It is said that Mr. Ijams, one of the 
owners of the horse, has made athreat to 
move Axtell away from Vigo County in case 
a high assessment is made, and this fact, the 
Alliance alleges, deterred the local board 
from making a proper assessment.
